In pearls, as well as in any other 
thing in commerce, a man should 
attempt tc reach headquarters as 
far as possible, and the man who 
i pearls every day, from all lo- 
calities, and who thoroughly under- 
atands the market and the fashions, 
is prepared to do more for you by 
advice and by price than the men 
who only handle a pearl occasion- 
ally. 

Now just a short resume:— Only 
good shaped pearls which are 
bright have much value. Those 
which areigood shape and medium 
bright have little value. Those 
which have very bad shape or per- 
fectly dull have no value. They 
are found in the flesh of the mussel 
or fresh water clam, inside the live 
•hells. They should be carefully 
wrapped when {sent by mail. To 
get the best value you should send 
them to a man who makes a special, 
ty of handling pearls. Pearl work 
can be dove at oc!d times, and it 
pays about three times as much as 
any other form|[of labor, provided 
that you have the courage to stick 
at it for a few hours until you get 
your first good pear). Remember, 
perseverance wins. Keep at it; 
you are sure to be well rewarded. 

We should feel proud of our be- 
loved country, when we remember 
that it produces so liberally those 
beautiful gems in such great va 
riety and profusion. The most 
exquisite colored pearls in the 
world are found in America, and 
aomeofour white pearls surpass 
any other while ones. Prejudice 
agaiost home product prevents 
their price equaling oriental pearls 

Pearls are the only gem given us 
by animal nature, the most beauti- 
ful of all. Other gems are the pro- 
ducts of mineral nature.

Wild Pigeons. 

After a complete disappearance 
for many years, asd after the be- 
lief of their extermination had 
grown to certainty, they have made 
their re-appearance in great num- 
bers on the Pacific coast. Mrs. 
Fannie R. Porter of San Louis 
Obispo, Cala., writes her mother, 
Mrs. Olivia Rogers, of this place: 

"Great droves of wild pigeons 
have made there appearance here. 
They come by thousands and I 
bear are doing much damage to 
growing wheat. It doesn't take 
them long to destroy a wheat-field 
and the farmers are considerably 
exercised. One of my boys killed 
84 across the creek from where I 
live a few evenings ago. They are 
fat, plump and tender, are delicious 
to eat and sell at $1.25 per doz. I 
do not think they are exactly the 
same pigeon as the ones I left back 
in Kentucky as they are of a blue 
coloring like a dove. But they are 
wild pigeons and thousands of 
them. " 

It has been fifteen or twenty years 
since wild pigeons were last seen in 
this country. The birds suddenly 
and completely disappeared from 
their usual haunts, and it was cur- 
rently reported that millionsof them 
had been overtaken in a storm 
somewhere off the southern or 
western coast, in passing from 
main-land to islands, and all 
drowned in the ocean. Not one was 
ever seen afterward, and it is said 
the Smithsonian Institute has for 
Beveral years offered a standing 
ward for a live wild pigeon. Their 
sudden re-appearance will excite 
much interest among ornithologists 
everywhere. Where they have
